WANTS WORK ON WAR VESSELS PUSHED

BEING SH.WN

New Crulscr Amnazonan Will  BDe
Manned the Last of This Week
and Started for American

Waters. ”

WASHINGTON, March 15.—This was an-
other busy day in the War and Navy de-
partments, Becretary Alger was enabled to
make an allotment of funda from the appro-
priation of §560,000,000 which will greatly
facilitate the work of the bureaus. These
bureaus had not been able to conclude any
<ontracts for tho procurement of war sup-
plies, Lecause no allotment had been made,
but this afternocon the ordnance bureau was
glven $2,600,000 and business gwent forward
with a rush. It ls true that this sum Is
already mortgaged under provisional arrange-
ments made durlng the last week, but with
the assurance of more funds o come the
work of the bureau Is now moving rapldly.

Secretary Long was exceedingly busy
today, mving not only to glve a goad deal
of time to the cabinet, to which he was
obliged te return twice, but also belng
obliged to see¢ a great many persorna with
whom the department has or expects to
bave contract relations.

Among the latter was Mr. Herreshoff, the
torpedo ‘boat bullden from DBristol, R. I. He
turned two of these boats over to the de-
partment a few days ago and the secretary's
purposa In conaulting him was to learn how
much he could hasten the work on one of
tho boats remalining In his hands, which
In ordinary times would reguire about two
montha to complete,

The secretary also spent a good deal of
time at Inteérvals during the day In con-
suliing over the long distance telephone with
naval oficers In New York and It {8 be-
lleved much of this consultation concerned
the procurement of sultable vessels from
among the auxiliary navy for war purposes,

Mr. Malster of the Columblan Iron works
at Paltimore has notified the department
that ho will be able to turn over to It the
torpedo boat Hodgers mext Saturday. The
Rodgers = a boat which smashed its engines
in the midst of a trial trip about six months
ago. It was necessary almost to replace the
engines, but under the hurry ordirs from the
Nuvy department this bas been done In good
time. It ks expected that the hoat will be
taken at.ence from Baltimore to Norfolk.

The department has no disposition to
wasto timo at this juncture In making trial
tripz, but knowing the boat to be of satis-
factory type, like Its sister boat, the Wins-
low, and of guod workmanship, aecording to
tho naval lnspector's reports, It will be ac-
cepted out of hand, as were the Gwin and
Talbot last week.

MANNING THE AMAZONAS,

The new crulser Amazonas, according to
present plans, will be manned entirely from
the San Franclsco., That vessel salled at 6
o'clock this morning from Lisbon, and will
arrive at the Tyne about Friday. It Is ex-
peeted that It will divide Its officers and
crew with the Amazonas, placing Lisutcnant
Commander Arthur P, Nazro, executlve ofil-
cer of the S8an Franclsco, In charge of the
latter vessel. Without doubt the Amazonas
will be brought mcross the ocean as soon as
posaible, and It is expected that the Ean
Franclsco will convoy It.

The torpedo boat Foote arrived at Jack-
sonville this afternoon, The Machias salled
fromy Norfolk to Doston, where It will un-
dergo some repalra made neccasary by Its
long Mw crulse. The Rrooklyn went up
to Newport News for coal. The Marblehead,
which Is taking on storee at Tampa, salled
to rejoin the squadron at Tortugas.

Judge Advocate General Lemly received a
telegram this afiernoon from Havana an-
nouncing the arrival there of the derrick
Chlel, In tow of the tug Underwriter, 1t Is
expected that this derrick will greatly facill-
tate the work of wrecking the Maine,

The War department ls greatly dlsap-
polnted and annoyed at the dllatoriness
shown by the contractors who have under-
taken to construct the new [fortifications
along the coest, It is eald that only one
among the wholse number haa finlshed his
contract on time. The department has been
greatly embarrassed thereby In placing s
guns and has been obliged to extend the
time allowed these contractora. The depart-
ment has determined not to have to submit
to further obstructlon 4n prosecuting the
work undertaken, but will do the work ltsell
and refrain from entering Into contracts.

RECEIVES TWENTY BOYS.

The pavigation bureau of the Navy de-
partment is recelving reports of the results
ol the ¢fforts making at the varlous recrult-
Ing statlons to obtain men for the navy,
Twenty boys bave been recelved on board
the recelving ship Wabash at Hoston, and
thirty more will De enlisted In a day or

statlon at Newport. Owing to the limited
accommodations there. however, the depart-
ment has not been able to progress as fast as
it desires in enlisting boys.

S0 far the Columbia L about 200 men

Lieutenant Very, the representative of the
Howell Torpedo company, has submitted to

A good deal of encouragement was created
at the Navy department today by a report
from the capitol that a majority of the naval
affalrs committee Is disposed to eubatitute
six battleships for the three provided for
In the pending naval appropriaticn bill, This
number Is suppesed to represent about a
normal capacity of three ship bullding ccn-
cerns In thla country that are able at present
to undertake the conatruetion of battleships.

The fortifications board began Its session
today In the War department. The proceed-
ings are guarded jealously against publica-
tlon.

ANNAPOLIS IS COMING HOME.

The gunboat Annapolis has started himn
from the Weet Indies, leaving Curacoa yes-
terday directly for Key West, It has a num-
ber of apprentices atoard, being a tralning
ship, and It Is not yet determined whether
it will be attached to the squadron.

The torpedo boat Winslow arrived at Koy
Wesl yesterday. The steel tug Samoset ar-
rived at Beaufort yesterday morning and
proceeded immediately on Its way to Key
West in the aftermoon., The lorpedo boat
Footo also salled from Charleston for Jack-
sonville yesterday. The tug Leyden arrived
at League Island today. [t will plek up u
coal lghter and tow It to Key West for use
In eoaling the squadron. The Fern arrived
at Key West last evening,

A represcutative of the Winchester Arms
company was In conference today with Gen-
eral Mileg and General Flagler at the office of
the bureau of ordnance of the ermy, with
a view to examining various patterns of riflcs
made by this concern and of ascertaining
how speedily these could bhe furnished in
large quantities In case of emergency.

Two samples of (he latest 30-callber rifles,
one a Winchester and the other a Lee
atralght-pull gun, were examined, No ocon-
tracts were mads, but the conference led to
a full understanding. The representatives of
the Winchester company eald the preseat
commercial demand, particularly that con-
nected with the Klondlke excitement, kept
the company at Its full capacity, but gov-
ernment orders would be filled without ref-
erenice to these private obligatlons,

The company has a force of 2,200 men, and
by working ten hours a day, end with sov-
eral shifts, It Is believed the government
could be supplied with rifles at a very rapid
rate. A large number of Winchestera could
be supplled at onee.

THANSPORTING ARTILLERY.

Bids were opened In the quartermaster's
ofMce of the War department today for trans-
porting mome of the artillery batteries that
are to man the fortification works recently
completed. The batterles for whose move-
menta propesals were recelved include the
following: Battery L, Fourth artillery, from
Fart McHenry, Md., to Fort Delaware; bat-
tery I, Fourth artillcry, from Washington,
D. €., barracks to Fort Molt, near Fort
Delaware; battery B, Fourth artlllery, from
Tort Monroe to Sheridan's Point on the
Potomac; battery I, Second artillery, from
Fort Monroe to Fort Caswell, near the
month of the Cape Fear river; battery F.
First artillery, from Fort Monroe to Tybee
island, Ga.; battery I, First artlllery, from
Fort Monroe to Fort Morgan, Ala.

The Pennsyvania rallroad recelved the con-
tract for transporting the batterles from
Washington to Fort Mott and from Fort Mc-
Heary to Fort Delaware.

Other batteries that are to be moved as
a result of the recent orders to man fortl
fications are: Battery C, Firat artillery, from
St, Augustine to Sullivan's lsland, Charlea-
ten Garbor; Hght battery B, Fourth artillery,
from Fort Riley, Kan., to Jackson barracks,
La.; light battery P, Fourth artillery, froem
Fort Rlley to Fort Mouroe; light battetry I,
Fifth artillery, from Fort Riley to Savannah,
Ga.; the light battery at Fort S8am Houslon,
Tex., to Galveston; Fifth artillery, two bat-
terles, from Fort Blocum to Forl Hancock;
one battery from Fort Wadsworth to Fort
Hancock; end one battery from Fort Ham-
liton to Fort Hancock; Seccnd artillery, one
battery, from Fort Adams to Long Island
Head.

Inapired by the war sentiment prevailing
In many parts of the country, officers of
state and military organizations have been
inquiring of the War department aa to ¢l-
lotments of arms, ammunition, ete, There
la an annual appropriation aggregating about
$400,000 alloted among the militia of the
several states according to thelr numerical
strength and the money granted may be
expended for any branch of the service de-
sired. That feature which has received some
attentlon lately relates to the artillery fleld
pleces, only & few atates having been sup-
plied with this necessary adjunct to suc-
cesslul ml_llury service.

CANNON OUT OF DATE.

The militla organizations as a rule have
been satlsfled with the ordinary Napoleon
twelve-pound brasa cannon, which fires a
solld ball, but thelr use has been almost
entirely discarded In the regulir army, Of
late years, New York, Illinols, Pennaylvania,
Vermont, Utah and a few other stutes have
been furnished with the new field artillery
wvces used by the war departuent in Its
service,

The officials are prompt to accede to the
requists of the military organizations f
thelr allotments of the annual appropria-
tions made by congress are not exhausted,
but In the absence of any money on hand to
the credit of the states, no equipment of any
character can be given them. ‘The artillery
strength of the atate militla organizations
in time of peace Is four fleld pleces and In
time of war slx pleces,

Buoffering Among ths Reconcentrados is In-
describable.

ONE CANNOT REAL'Z: THEIR CONDITION

Colonel Farker of Washington Glves
an Account of Hin Experlencen
While on His Recent Trip
Through Cuba,

WASHINGTON, March 15, —Colonel Myron
M. Parker, who was Senator P'roctor's com=
panlon on his trip to Cuha, In an interview
with a Star reportel today, sald:

“You might belleve, but you eould not
reelize, the condition of the reconcentradcs
in Cuba. It passes the comprehension of a
man accustomed to the usual phases of Hfe.
Thelr emaclation Is terrible, thelr suffering
Indescribable, We saw warehouses full of
starving women and children.  ‘These people
have been forced Into the villages and towns
by the Spaslards, and the whole country
where they llved has been devastated.

“In the ride from Havana to Sagua La
Grande, a distance of ahout 200 miles or
more, the country presented a ploture nf
desolation. For miles and miles the charred
stalka of the burned sugar cane showed
wherg the torch had been applied by the

Spanish and the Insurgents allke,

At intervals are blockhouses occupled
by the Spanish soldiers. Above each block-
house Is a cupola, where a Spanish soldler Is
always on the lookout. If a reconcentralo

attempts to go out from the village and

cross the trocha he l= ghot, and If an Insur-
gent tries to come In he la treated: llkewlse,
The trocha serves, however, to prevent sud-
den dashes by the Insurgents into the vlil-
lages at night to burn them.

*The Spanish army Is largely employed
along the rallroad, but as closely as the
road 1s guarded the Insurgents can do with
it as they please, It Is generally understood
in Cuba that the rallroad company paya
tribute to the Insurgents for running the
The {nsurgents don't want
to bother the passenger trains, but they are
alert to interfere with freight and troop
traina,

“The day before we reached Mantanzas the
Insurgents blew up a sugar traln only three
mlles out of that town, They cross the rail-
rond at any polnt they desire and whenever
they pleagse. In my oplolon Gomez Is
virtually In control of the lland, There Is
pot an estate In cultivation, so 1 was re-

llably Informed, that docs not pay tribute to
the Insurgents.

COMPOSITION OF THE WRMY,

““The people In Havana told me that the
peoplo of the beat Cubun famlilles in the
Island were In the ranks of the losurgenis,
Juet as the representutives of our best fami-
lies were in the southern and northern ranks
during the war.

“My informant also told me that the In-
surgent army was never as firm and as
strong as 4t Is today. It gets u large pro-
portion of Its medical supplies right from
Havana and its dlsclpline ls sald to be all
thed can be desired, The Insurgents have
complete control of the provinces of San-
tlago de Cuba and Principe,

"*They claim to have all the supplles nec-
essary for their subsisience, having great
herds of cattle, besides cultivating a large

proportion of the land 1a the provinces
mentloned.
“What they nced Is arme, ammunition

and clothing, It Is generally understood In
Cuba that the Insurgen.s known as present-
ados, who came In and gave themeelves up
to ‘the Spaniards In response to the offer of
perdon, were men who had met with the
disfavor of Gomez because they had disre-
garded the discipline be so rigldly enforced
in hls army."

“Did your Investigation lead you to form
any oplrlon on the eubject of auionomy?'
inquired the reporter.

*'No one wants autonomy In Cuba,” replled
Colonel Parker with empheasals. “Even the
autonomist governors do not favor It. 1
know of several alealdes or mayors of towns
outslde of Havana, appoluted as autono-
mists, who are wholly In sympalby with the
lusurgen's."

BATTERIES LEAVE FOR THE COAST.

Three Companies of Light Artillery
Leave Fort Riley Todny,
CHIOCAGO, March 15.—Colonel J. €. Q.
Les, quartermaster of the Department of ths
Lakes, thls afternoon made the awards for
the transportation of three batterles from
Fort Rlley, Kan. The battcries are prepured
for the movement and the rallroad companies
are under contract to make the start from

Fort Riley at noon tomorrow.

The Chicago, Burlington & Quiney railroad
will transport the one to Fortress Monroe,
and the route will be over the Unlon Pacifie,
Burlington, Big Four and Chesapeake &
Ohlo roads. The battery will pass through
Chlcago Thursduy afternoon.

The Kansas City, Fort Scott & Memphls
will transport the battiry deetined for Fort
Jackaon, New Orleans, over Its own line, the
Unlon Paclfic ang the Illinols Central. The
same road will {ransport the third battery
to BEavannah over its line, the Unlon Pacific,
the Mrmphis and Burmingham & Central of
Georgla,

The three contracts aggregate 30,000, EBach
battery will require one Pullman, two
ordinary coaches, three flat cars, four stock
cars and six baggage cars.

Secondly, she wishes, by
means of a cheap and Inaslncers expression
of sympathy with the states In the guarrel
with 2pain, to obtain in return the invaluable
prestige of America’s sympathy In a pos-
slble struggle with Russla In China. To
this end men and newspapers ordinarily most
apti-American, as over the Venezuela diM-
culty, are now trylng to impress France and
Russia with America's tried friendship In
the past with the |dea that an alliance be-
tween Emgland and America Is possible of
attaioment, Such an alllance, It formed
while England is distrusted in her motives
and policy by every other @lvilized natlon,
would destroy the great moral Influence
which the United States as a nonaggressive
and nongrabbing power wlelds throughout
the world today. The sympathies of the rul-
ing classes of England are really with Spain.
They are as hostile to America today as
they were in the days of Waahlngton, Jack-
son and Liuncoln.”

There has been a pall over Washington to-
day on account of the Inexpressibly sad be-
reavement which has befallen Genator Thurs-
ton and his family in the unexpected death
of Mrs. Thurston, All day long both State
and War departments have walted for news
from Cuba as to the movement of the yacht
‘bearing the body to the shores of the United
States,

Assistant Seccretary of War Melklejohn,
anticipating the landing of the party at
Tampa, at once began arrangements with the
rallroad company for a speclal car through
to Omaha. The Union Pacific sent out from
Omaha tonight directors’ ecar “010,” routed
vin the Burlington and Pennsylvania lines,
for Washington, where It will be held until
the wishes of Senator Thurston are learned.

Chaplaln Millburn in the senate today of-
fered the following prayer tauching upon the
sudden death of Mrs. Thurston: DY,
Eternal God, hearken to our devout prayers
in behalf of thine honored servant, the
Junlor senator from Nebrasgka, and hls ohll-
dren, smitten by a heavy blow, the death of
wife and mother. Grant to them and to us
a elmpler, clearer, more vivid sense of the
life to come, of which we have a sure wit-
ness and warrant In the resurrectlon of
Jeaus Christ, Thy Son, from the dead, who
has opened to us the world of Immortality
and eternal Jife. And so may they and we
find consolation In the loss of our beloved
ones from earth by the aweet and graclous
consclousness that they still llve with all
thelr endowments of Intelligence and affec-
tlon and that the bond between them and
us Is not severed, but may become more
sucred and tender and beautiful, and earth
be glorified by the radiance which streama
from the Heaven of Heavens upon our path
and upon their faces.”

HAVANA, March 15 —The Mangrove, wilth
the court of Inquiry on board, salled tonlght
for Key West. Captaln Sampson, preaident
of the bhoard, assurcd the Associated Preas
corregpondent that the declsion to leave
Havana was not reached antll this afternoon,
after a consultation of the members, It was
declded that while further testlmony might
be obtalned here this was not sufficlently
likely to Justify a longer stay. The court
ean return If the divers or wreckers learn
anything new. The plans of the submerged
wreck, In the preparation of which Ensign
Powelson has had a large share, are very
elaborate and Captain Sampson says the
testimony and records of the divers are very
full,

Captain Sampson lhopes- tha -eourt will be
t!lowed to resume its sittiogs on the battle-
shlp Towa, now near Key West, with the
New York: All the officers of the court ex-
cept Judge Advoecate Marix, are stationed
on the Towa or the New York, and on the
former the court could be absolutely free
from Interruption, The greater part of the
Investigation that remains will conslst, une=
less the court returns here, of a careful
study of the plans. It Is not thought that
it will be necesasary to summon the sur-
vivors of the Malne, officers or men, now at
Key Wesl or scattered throughout the fleet.
Captaln Sampson sald, however, that any
such would be summoned 1f the revision of
the testimony showed missing links In the
chain that they could supply.

The court has no prophecy to make as lo
the further duration of lts sittings, or ams
to when or where the fudings will be pro-
mulgated.
